What is claimed is the polymorph 1 of the antihistamine bilastin (4-[2-[1 -(2- 
ethoxyethyl)-1 H-benzimidazole-2-yl]-1 -piperidinyl]ethyl]-acc-dimethyl-benzeno- 
acetic acid). As outlined in the description of the present application there are 
known three different crystalline polymorphic forms of bilastin. Document US 
5877187 (4 EP 0818454) which describes the synthesis of bilastin discloses a 
mixture of polymorphs 2 and 3. The now described polymorph 1 is neither 
disclosed nor made obvious by the available prior art; novelty and inventive step 
are acknowledged; Art.33(2) (3) PCT. 
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
